Attached is a completed Form PTO/SB/08(A&B) and copies of the pertinent parts of the 
references cited thereon. Following are comments on any non-English-language references 
pursuant to Rule 98: 

The GKOS keyboard (included reference) has a limited set of keys on the back side of the hand- 
held device. The device does not have the same overall shape, nor the handles and contours to 
line up the hands to the proper keys as my present invention. Furthermore, as shown in the 
included reference "The GKOS Keyboard Character Set," there is a learning curve to master the 
combinations of keystrokes for each character to permit rapid data entry, different from my 
invention which can take advantage of a QWERTY layout. 

In John Kavanagh's article in Ability Magazine (included reference) the One-handed keyboard 
differs substantially from my present invention. 

The Aiptek Hyper Pen 6000 digitizer tablet (included reference) has a similar shape, and the 
appearance of handles as in my invention. However the device is meant to be used at a table or 
desk, with a pen input. Whereas my invention is can be used while standing or away from a table 
or desk. There is no keyboard on this device, and the intention of the "handles" are not to 
position or line up the user's hands as in my invention. 

Patent Application US 2002/0140680 A1 (included reference) has a touch pad on the back side of 
a portable device. However it does not have the handles and contours to line up the user's hands 
as in my invention. Nor does it mention sensors on the handles to guard against unwanted data 
entry. The embodiments shown in the figures do not have a QWERTY keyboard, which would 
require a learning curve for those used to touch typing on a standard keyboard.
